(2.) Rehearfal. Ther is no Rebellion but 
for Power. Other things, as Religion, Liber- 
y, &c. are made the Iretence, to ftir up 
the People. But Power is the AMythologick 
Senfe!' Now when Men feek after Power, 
it is as vain to think to Divert them by 
Soothing and Coxeing, as it is out of Pur- 
pofe unneflarily to Provoke them. But if 
you Cif them one Day,, and turn them 
out of Power; And then Coxe them, again, 
and put them into Power, this is fuch an 
Unfeddinefs, as gives them great Advantage, 
but will never Gain them. And neither 
they nor your Friends can Truft You. 


(3.) I have Read fomewhere (I think it 
is in Boccalini’s Parnaffus) of a Difpute 
which was the beft method to keep People 
Quiet and Peaceable under Government. One 
faid, to make them as Rich as you cou’d. 
was the beft way, becaufe this wou'd dif- 
pofe them to Eafe and Luxury, and they 
_ wou’'d be afraid to lofe what they. had, 
“therefor wou’d avoid Trowble and Danger. 
For that. fame Reafon, faid another, they 
are of all others moft fufceptible of the 
Impreffions Of Fears and Fealoufies, the never 
failing Tools that thofe who promote Re- 
ehion make ufe of, to Cajole the People, 
and Fright them out of their Wits: Where- 





as Poor Men are not fo eafily Frighted, ‘ha- 
ving little to Lofe; and therefore he thought 
it was better for the Government to keep thie 
People Poor, But againft this it was Urg’d, 
That Hunger will break. Stone-Walls, that 
nothing makes a Man fo De/perat as Poverty, 
that as they cannot Lofe by any Revolation, 
fo they may Get in the Scramble, and there- 
for love moft to Fifh in Troubled Waters: 
Befides that the Government muft be Sup- 
ported by the People, and if they are Poor, 
the Government mult be fo too: The Glory 
and Greatnefs of a Prince is in the Number 
and Riches of his Subjects. It was therefor 
Concluded, That it was beft for every Go- 
vernment to take al} care to make their Sub- 
jets Rich, And that neither Riches nor Po- 
verty were in themfelves the Prompters to 
Rebellion and Difturbance. Therefore that 
the Caufe lay elfewhere. And being brought 
before -dppoio the Soveraign Fudge of Par- 
naffus, he difcover’d the Secret to them, 
That it was neither Poverty or Riches, but the 
Luft of Soversignty which Prompted both 
Poor and Aich to Rebell; And that none who 
had once Taffed of it, cow’d ever be Satis- 
fy’d without it, but muft venture Life’ and 
all to. Purchafe it. Therefor, faid Apollo to 
the Princes Of the World, if you wou’d live 
well with your Subjeéts, ufe all Means to Pro- 
mote there Wealth, and avoid all Occafions 
to Harra/s or, Impoverifh them: But'if you 
wou'd be: Happy, and have them {0 too, 
let them never fhare: the leaft Part of your 
Soveraigaty, for that is. fo Sweat a-bit, and-fo 
Inchanting, that it. is no.longer in their 
Power not to Pull it from you, or Perifh 
in the Attempt.
